P roject Lead The Way (PLTW) screams success 
with 80-90% of the four year students opting to 
go into the field of Engineering or Engineering 
Technology. Since 2002 when teacher Mr. Kevin 
Kaluf attended a seminar at Portage High School, 
where he first heard about the PLTW program, to 2008, the 
KV program has grown to over 140 students in six different 
courses. From its first graduates in 06, students have grown 
from wide eyed eager freshmen to seniors ready for college 
engineering. “Project Lead the Way has helped me to discover 
what engineering is about and what to expect” said senior Ja- 
cob Watts. In 2003 Mr. Kaluf asked Mr. DJ Sterrett to teach ad- 
ditional courses. Mr. Sterrett developed Digital Electronics and 


Biotechnology Engineering. 

In order to be in the program, students were required 
to be in their grade appropriate level math class and maintain a 
C in the PTLW class. College credits required a 70% on a Roch- 
ester Institute of Technology exam. One interesting thing that 
Mr. Kevin Kaluf pushed for in April was choosing a few stu- 
dents from the Introduction to Engineering and Design (IED) 
class who participated in a state design contest. In the last four 
years these teams have received three first places and one sec- 
ond place finish. Trevor Williams said, “My favorite part about 
the pre-engineering class is drawing things on Inventor.” This 
was just one favorite in this intensely competitive and enrich- 
ing dual credit program. 
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I n class, many students found it tiresome, 
boring, or even redundant to listen to their 
teachers for almost an hour straight. So this 
is the place where all those late-night par- 
tygoers, slackers, rule breakers, or anyone 
else doing something amusing during class time 
showed up. 

There were a wide range of ways to pass 
class time, both while the teacher was actually 
trying to work, and while the class just had some 
down time to kill.
